Under the foregoing headlines tb e ^ 
appeared in the Gazette on the 3d of De­ 
cember, an article founded on a state­ 
ment made by Roswell Miller, manager 
o! the St. Paul road, in regard to passer. 
One paragraph of tho article read as fol­ 
lows: “Roswell Miller, president and 
manager of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railway ccmpacy, bas gone to 
Europe, and just before he started, a 
member of the assembly from Milwau­ 
kee tsked him what the company pro­ 
posed to do about passes for the mem­ 
bers. The answer given is reported to 
be “ We don’t propose to issue any.” 
In answer to this the Gazette said at 
the tim e: “lf the companies would learn 
to msnsge tte pass business on practical 
oommcn sense principles, they would 
have l o trouble. 
And it is doubtful 
wLethtr oui mg the coming session the 
rail wa} s will be able to withstand the 
ferny teticn to ci mpliment the legislative 
members by if suing passes to them. 
It 
will be noticed that when the legislatures 
are not in see sic ii the railway companies 
feel self-reliant. 
When the legislatures 
are in set aion, tampering wi h bills to 
cutdow n passenger rates, then the rail­ 
way companies are apt to lose their cour­ 
age and the passes are issued.” 
That paragraph was written with a 
rttly lull knowledge of former promis­ 
es the railway companies '.bad made in 
regard to passes and how quickly they 
were broken when the legislature .m et. 
These facts—the premise of Manager 
Miller and the comments cf the .Gazette, 
make the following paragraph; from the 
State Journal, very interesting:] 
I'be in format ion bas crept out, despite 
reports to the contrary, that the various 
railway companies of Wisconsin will is- 
eue passes as mual during the coming 
session cf the legislature—to .those who 
possess “inlluence” enough to obtain 
th en ; b ut no interstate passes wit) be 
written, and none will be issued Except 
to or from Madison, wit I return privi­ 
leges, of course. H. 0 . Payne will prob­ 
ably \ act as the 
pass agent for the 
Ohicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul road, 
provided he is not inyited into General 
Harrison’s cabinet; ex-senator Rock J . 
Flint, of Menominee, will doubtless do 
tho honors for the Northwestern and the 
Omaha companies; I i. I i. S^ott, of Ash­ 
land, will represent the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral, and J. E . Heg, of Lake Geneva, the 
Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western, 
while the interests of the various other 
oompanies will be suitably guarded. 
Passes are to be issued to a more limit­ 
ed extent than formerly, and probably 
few indeed will be banded out until the 
session is well advanced.

T he H o te l Trust. 


N e w Y o r k , Jan. 7.—Hotel-keepers are 
to have a trust. 
It is to lie c alled the Hotel 
Mutual association, and is almost world­ 
wide in its scope. 
Tho scheme originated 
in England and is thoroughly organized 
for that country and nearly ready for work 
on this continent. 
Tho work of forming 
American hotels in a trust was begun upon 
the arrival in this city the other day of E. 
S. Skleros, the originator of the scheme. 
Mr. Skleros is a resident of London and a 
Greek by birth. 
The purposes and ob­ 
jects are to enable them to limit the num­ 
ber of hotels in each important city through­ 
out the United States and all parts of tho 
world, and afford each other reciprocal ad­ 
vantages by a free mutual advertisement 
in each other’s respectable establishments 
and by mutually recommending each other’s 
patrons to hotels which belong to tho mem­ 
bers’ association.'

Some startling facts regarding the 
state of the laboring classes of Austria 
have just been brought to light in a re­ 
port made by M. de Vogelsang, director 
of the “ Austrian Social Reform Review.” 
His inquiries extend over a series of 
years, and include neaily 300 different 
branches of manufacture and industry, 


*11 which over 100,000 persons are em­ 
ployed, He found that iu the towns cf 
lower Austria, in the dying works for 
oalioo prints, women 
and girls were 
obliged to wotk from 6 a. rn. to IO p. m.t 
in a temperature of over IOO degrees. In 
nearly every branch of manufacture he 
examined, fourteen hours labor per day 
was the average, or ninety-nine hours 
per week. In factories at Warnsiorff, 
Bohemia, children under thirteen years 
were required 
to work 
as long as 
adults. In 
the maouf Acture of chem­ 
ical products at Ausiz, Bohemia, some 
of them are required to labor twent}- 
four hours at a se retch,, and 6ome of 
them are obliged to do thirty-six hours 
fora day’s work. 
The pay of these peo­ 
ple is given as follows 
Coal miners 
working by the piece can earn from 43 
to 80 cents a day; by the day, from 25 to 
48 cents; coal workers from 40 to 50 cents; 
workers in oil wells from 35 to 40 cent-*; 
women in factories can earn only from 2^ 
to 30 cents a day, and children from 6 ta 
8cents. Chemical makers get from 45 
to 60 cents; glass-workers the same; pa- 
permakers from 33 to 50 cen a for men, 
and from 18 to 40 cents for women. The 
figures are about the same all the way 
through the list.

U n io n t o w n , Pa., Jan. 7.—John Clark, 
an engineer at the West I.eisenring mines 
of the Connellsville Coke & Iron company, 
was about to go down the shaft Saturday 
to examine the pump, when he was joined 
by William McFerren and William Shearer. 
The fireman, Lew'is Fuehrer, was put in 
charge of the engine. 
When all was ready 
he started the cage, but forgot to reverse 
the engine. 
The cage went to the top of 
the tipple rapidly and there tho rope broke, 
dropping the cage and the men to the bot­ 
tom of the shaft. 
The shaft is 500 feet 
deep and the tipple IOO feet above the 
mouth of the shaft. 
Men rushed into the 
mines through the air-shaft, to find the 
three unfortunate men mangled corpses, 
they having been instantly killed.

was married and leaves a wife and two 
children. 
The other two men were single. 
Bystanders who saw what was wrong 
yelled to Fuehrer, but he is rather deaf 
and did not hear them.

paneled a jury, but a verdict has not yet 
been rendered.

, cident of a peculiar nature occurred last 
J night at Childersburg, about twenty miles

A crowd of young men 
I were firing their pistols on one of the back 
streets. 
Joseph Parker, a merchant, heard 
tho shooting and stepped out to seo what it 
meant. 
A moment after he stopped from 
his storo door a ball from one of the pistols 
struck a bottle lying on tho ground near 
him. 
The bottle was broken to fragments 
and one of tho pieces struck Parker in the 
leg, severing one of the largest arteries. 
Before a physician could reach him he bled 
to death.

F o rt-a v -P rin c e , Dec. 25.—Since the re­ 
lease of the Haytian Republic three days 
ago to the United States steamers Galena 
and Yantic an officer and a boat's crew, 
regularly relieved, have tieen kept con­ 
stantly al>oard of the Ilaytian Republic 
and that sliip kept constantly under tho 
shotted guns of tho two United States war 
vessels, 
She will be accepted to-morrow, 
as it is expected that her condition will 
then be tho same as w hen she was cap­ 
tured, all parts of her machinery having, 
been delivered. 
The Haytian gunboat Grand River left 
late last night, flying the French flag, for 
Mole St. Nicholas, now in the hands of the 
Hyppolites, to cable to Martinique for tho 
French fleet to protect Port-au-Prince. 
It 
is understood that Legitime’s General com­ 
manding his main army was seriously de­ 
feated a t Hincho, ten miles from the San 
Domingo frontier, and arrived last night 
with a report of the defeat. 
He is now at 
the French legation under the protection of 
tho French flag, as the rage of the people 
is feared when they shall have learned of 
the defeat. 
It is believed that tho French 
minister immediately dispatched a request 
for the French men-of-war. 
A jubilation mass was held this morning 
at St. Joseph’s cathedral for tho cie elec­ 
tion of Legitime to the presidency. 
Legitime and his ministers and suite 
called yesterday on Admiral Luce, return­ 
ing his official visit of the previous day. 
Several cases of yellow fever exist on the 
ships in tho harbor and in the city Itself. 
Every precaution possible in the present 
state of affairs has been taken, and the 
health of the crews of the Galena and Y an­ 
tic remain excellent. 
Tho Haytian Repub­ 
lic is being thoroughly fumigated, as no a t­ 
tention had been paid to her since tho fatal 
caso of yellow fever that occurred some 
two months 
ago. 
Tho 
Atlas steamer 
has not yet arrived with a crew for the 
H aytian Republic. 
When they arrive that 
ship w ill be steamed or towed to Kingston, 
Jam aica, where they will coal, and a bal­ 
last cargo will be taken for New York and 
Boston.

W ashington,

Saturday Mr. Edm unds offered two resolu­ 
tions. which were agreed to —calling on the 
President for inform ation as to the Vene­ 
zuelan awards, 
and as to w hat steps, if 
any, have been taken by the United States 
G overnm ent to collect the m onthly quotas 
of the Caracas customs receipts. 
Mr. Sherm an called up the joint resolu 
tion reported by him Friday from the com­ 
m ittee on foreign relations, declaring the 
sense of Congress in relation to the connec­ 
tion of European governm ents with any in­ 
ter-ocean canal, and asked th at it l>e passed 
im m ediately. 
A brief but very interesting 
discussion ensued. 
Mr. Sherm an said th a t the resolution was 
but a reassertion of the Monroe doctrine. 
Mr. Teller said th a t the only objection he 
had to the resolution was th a t it was un­ 
tim ely, and should have been adopted years 
ago when the construction of the Panam a 
canal was begun. 
Mr. Vest said th at while he favored the 
resolution, he thought it was intended to 
have some bearing in favor of the Nica­ 
rag u a canal, a scheme to which ho was op­ 
posed. 
Mr. Edmunds, the nuthor of the resolu­ 
tion, disclaimed having been influenced by 
any such idea. 
Mr. Call opposed tho resolution as calcu­ 
lated to obstruct a g reat work of benefi­ 
cence to m ankind. 
Mr. George regarded 
the resolution as a very im portant and nec­ 
essary step. 
Mr. Reagan thought th at the resolution 
should not be pressed to a vote to-day, but 
should 'ne considered and debated. 
Its lan­ 
guage, he said, was too broad and unre­ 
stricted, and 
contained an unnecessary 
offense to France. Mr. G ray coincided with 
tho views expressed by Mr. Reagan, and 
said th a t tho Governm ent of the U nited 
States should not w ithout grave considera­ 
tion interpose an obstacle to a w ork which 
would advance the civilization of tho world. 
Mr. M organ took the view th a t Congress 
had no rig h t to tram m el the diplom atic ac ­ 
tion of the Executive by the passage of a 
jo in t resolution. 
If the idea was to be ex ­ 
pressed by Congress it should lie in the 
form of a concurrent resolution only. 
Ho consented to let tho m atter go over 
till Monday, but it should be disposed of 
then l>eeause the resolution should be passed 
prom ptly or not a t all.

This ranch is one hundred miles in circum­ 
ference and has on it over five thousand 
head of the new breed of horses to the rais­ 
ing of which this association is exclusively 
devoted. 
•‘The western horse,” said Mr. Force, 
“has the hardest foot in the world. 
It has 
also a graceful neck and handsome heal. 
We aim to breed as perfect a horse as can 
be found by uniting these qualities with the 
big bones and powerful muscles of the Per­ 
cheron stock. 
The result of the inbreeding 
has resulted thus far in producing a horse 
fully as 
powerful as the Percheron or 
French coach horse, and one much more 
gra eful. 
Wyoming 
claims at 
present 
eighty thousand population, and the general 
feeling is in favor of being admitted as a 
state. 
Cheyenne alone has a population of 
over ten thousand, and is progressing rapidly.

The opium smuggling syndicate which has 
nad 
innepeg for its headquarters ever siiice 
tho opening up of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway to tho coa.st is mooting with expo­ 
sure. 
Leonard, recently arrested iii Den­ 
ver, Col., was one of tho loaders of tho syn­ 
dicate, and only a few weeks ago shipped a 
big load of opium across the international 
boundary. 
It is estimated that fully half a 
million dollars’ worth of opium has gone 
through \\ innejieg, siuce tho opening of 
tho railway to Victoria. 
Tho methods of 
getting opium from Whine peg across the 
international boundary, a distance of about 
ane hundred miles, partially covered by 
rail, is as follows: The smugglers get hold 
af 
a Swede 
or some 
foreigner 
who 
is passing through. 
They send him out to 
some station along the line of the United 
States boundary, and along with him they 
send trunks filled with opium, giviug him 
a stated sum to get the trunks through. 
W hen the opium gets to its first destination 
it usually goes to a farmer’s house or some 
rst-class boarding house, and there re­ 
mains until tho smugglers arrive and get it 
away, their modes varrying according to 
circumstances. 
When the smuggler gets 
safely across tho United States boundary 
line and hands over his opium to tho re­ 
ceiver, he gets a receipt for so many pounds 
of the stuff, sends it to a certain place, 
either in Chicago or San Francisco, and re­ 
ceives back whatever tho receipts are worth 
in money. 
Ono consignment brought a 
shipper $2,000 a few days ago. 
The detec­ 
tives sent out by the United States govern­ 
ment are said to be in collusion with tho 
smugglers.

A SALT MOUNTAIN. . 


Th* Remarkable Saline Deposit of South* 
era Palestine. 
Palestine possesses 
a remarkable 
salt mountain situated at the south 
end of the Dead Sea. 
The length of 
this ridge is six miles, with an aver­ 
age width of three-quarters of a mile, 
and the height is not far from six 
hundred feet. 
There are places where 
th& overlaying earthly deposits are 
many feet in thickness, but the mass of 
tho mountain is composed of solid rock 
salt, some of which is as clear as crys­ 
tal. 
How far this deposit of salt ex­ 
tends below tho surface of the ground 
no one at present knows. 
At some 
points this ridge, which is on the shore 
of tho Dead Sea, approaches very close 
to th© water, and at others it recedes 
until it is fifty or more yards from it* 
Just here the water of the D eadsea 
is much more salt than it is at the 
north end, where the 
Jordan en­ 
ters the lake. 
This salt is a Govern­ 
ment monopoly. 
The same is true of 
the salt that is contained in solu­ 
tion 
in 
tho 
Dead 
Sea 
itself. 
If 
Arabs or the 
natives of 
the 
country were found getting salt from 
the shores of tho Dead Sea, or from 
this salt mountain, they would be ar­ 
rested at once. 
Most of the salt used 
in Hebron, Jerusalem and elsewhere 
in this part of Palestine comes from 
these sources, 
but 
it 
is gathered 
under the 
direction 
of 
Govern­ 
ment officers, 
and the revenue is 
supposed to go to the Government. In 
this salt mountain, to say nothing of 
tho salt of tho Dead Sea, there is a 
mine of wealth; and 
if capitalists 
were allowed to come in and work it 
the prosperity of this part of tho coun­ 
try would thereby greatly increase. 
I 
have examined personally this salt 
mountain, and talked with the Pasha 
of Jerusalem, who is also the Govern­ 
or of Palestine, as to the desirability 
of companies 
being formed which 
should prepare this salt for use and 
3hip it to the markets of the world; 
but at present the Turkish Govern­ 
ment is hostile to any such subject. 
Specimens of salt from thiasalt mount­ 
ain were sent by me to the care of the 
Department of State, designed for tho 
Exposition at New Orleans in 1885.— 
Jerusalem Letter. 


The Artillery to Be Put Upon a Still 
Higher Footing aa to Efficiency. 
The secret of the excellence of the Ger­ 
man army is to be found in the con­ 
stant 
anxiety 
of 
the 
authorities to 
improve it. 
A change of vast importance 
is proposed for the beginning of the next 
military year, the 1st of April, 1889, when 
the field artillery is to be reorganized. The 
Germans in 1872 separated the garrison 
from the field artillery, including in the 
latter category the batteries whose gunners 
were mounted. 
The object of this reform 
was to enable each of the services to attain 
greater facility in the duties peculiar to 
itself. 
The Germans, training their troops 
solely with a view to the work of war, have 
taught their artillery to shoot straight. 
They are now anxious to make the artillery, 
if possible, still more of a fighting arm. 
For this purpose the field artillery is hence­ 
forth to be assigned by brigades to the army 
corps, and the brigade of artillery, instead 
of being subject with its brigadier to an in­ 
spector of artillery, will come under the 
command of the General commanding the 
army corps. 
To guarantee, however, that 
the habit of hitting shall not be forgotten, 
a new official, the “Inspector General of 
shooting,” is to be appointed, whose sole 
duty will be that suggested by his title.
